happening upon n large gopher snnko 
ju8t UH the reptile wits nbont to over­ 
come a trembling cottontail rabbit and 
envelop tho animal in its deadly coils. 
For some time tho naturalist watched 
tiio snnliu’s inovomonts. 


It was within 10 or 13 iuciie.s of the 
apparently fascinutod rabbit. 
Silently 
and almoRt imperceptibly the snake hud 
Wormed its way noaret: and nearer to 
its viotim. 
Its eyes glistened with an 
intenso briglitness. Not a nuivenient did 
it make which might alarm tho timid 
rabbit. Tlie forked tongue, whieli to tho 
eyo of a human being is h o repulsivo 
and intended to bo terrifying, appeared 
to exert an entirely dift'oront influeuco 
upon the uiind of the innocent rabbit. 


This darting tongue either excited tho 
victim ’s onriosity or caused tho animal 
to so concentrate its mind on tho snake’s 
tongue as to titrow tlnit mind into a 
hypnotic condition of suoh strength that 
it could not break the spell and run 
away from impending death. Tiie forked 
tongue darted out of the snake's mouth 
almost as regularly and rapidly as the 
needle of a sowing machine rises and 
falls in tho cloth. 
Tho lithe body crept 
nearer and nearer. Tlie rabbit was mo­ 
tionless. Its eyo was fixed on tlie pierc­ 
ing eyo of the snake. 
Even the waving 
of tho wind kissed shrubs about tho 
rabbit failed to break the spell, and 
softly luul slowly grim death in snake 
form wreatliod its folds about tho crea­ 
ture. 
Tiien was ttie spell broken. 


To tho naturalist who watched the 
capture of tho rabbit it appeared as if 
tho Himke had certainly fascinated the 
animal. 
As a gopher snake is not poi­ 
sonous and has no well developed fangs, 
its only moans of killing prey is by con­ 
striction. In order to catch an animal it 
seems almost necessary for the snake to 
fuscinuto tho victim.—Washington Post.
